The Board of Commissioners meeting was called to order at 1:30 p.m..

He said both Ron’s Place and Blue Collar Liquor
have the same address although they appear to be different businesses and
expressed concern that one business will be both on and off sale liquor and the
other business is off sale only. In essence, there will be two businesses both
selling off sale liquor.

Ryan stated Blue Collar Liquor will be a liquor store and Ron’s Pub will be a bar.
Blue Collar Liquor will be located in Suite 1 with Ron’s Pub to be located in Suite A.
Ryan also added that the name on the application should be Ron’s Pub, Inc. d/b/a
Ron’s Pub in Stevens Creek Place.

The Deputy Clerk administered the oath to Ron Skoda, owner of Ron’s Place.
Heier asked Skoda if he would be completing a hospitality training course.

Skoda responded yes.

The Chair asked if anyone else wished to provide testimony.
